SACCO ABANDONS 
HOPE, WIFE SAYS 


Pair Continue Their Hunger 
Strike, Begun Last Sun- 
day, but Apparently Are 
in Good Condition. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, July 22.—Gov. Alvan 
T. Fuller, in whose hands, with 
the consent of the Executive Coun- 
cil, lies the pardoning power, vis- 
ited the State prison today and in- 
terviewed Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, under sentence 
of death for murder. He also 
talked with Celestino Madeiros, 
awaiting electrocution for another 
murder, who has said that mem- 
bers of a gang with which he was 
associated and not Sacco and Van- 
zetti committed the murders of 
which Sacco and Vanzetti were 
convicted. 

In the office of Warden William 
Hendry, who was present during 
the interviews. the Governor first 
talked for 15 minutes with Ma- 
deiros and then for the same 
length of time with Sacco. Then 
Vanzetti was called in. 

Vanzetti as he entered the of- 
fice had in his hand two or three 
sheets of paper, apparently cov- 
ered with notes. It was evident 
that he had more to say to the 
Governor than the other two pris- 
oners. 

It was the first time that Sacco 
and Vanzetti. whose case has 
echoed through several continents, 
had seen daylight since they were 
taken to the State prison from the 
Dedham jail the first of this 
month. 

Hunger Strike Continues. 

In spite of their hunger strike, 
which has continued since Sun- 
day morning, thty appeared to be 
in good physical condition and 
walked with a firm step. The 
strike was begun as a protest 
against what the men considered 
excessive secrecy surrounding the 
Governor’s personal investigation 
into their case, the Sacvo-Vanzetti 
Defense Committee has announced. 

As the men were taken from 
their cells, one by one, each was 
accompanied by a Deputy Warden 
and a prison guard. They were 
not handcuffed. 

Circulats signed by the Defense 
Committee, saying that the com- 
mittee has chosen Sunday, July 
31, as the date for “an interna- 
tional protest” against the execu- 
tion of Sacco and Vanzetti, were 
distributed in Massachusetts to- 
day. They called on friends of the 
two men to assemble on that day. 
The committee has applied for a 
permit to hold a parade in Boston 
on July 31. 

Vanzetti left the Warden's office 
after talking with the Governor for 
an hour. Gov. Fuller left the pris- 
on a few minutes later, after telling 
newspaper men that he had noth- 
ing to say about the interviews. 

Sacco Had Given Up Hope. 

Twenty-four hours before the 
visit of the Governor, Sacco had 
told his wife he had given up hope. 
Mrs. Sacco visited the prison yes- 
terday.

Diario de Costa Rica. The fate of 
these two men, the paper says, is 
a “‘matter of life or death for 
American relations — commercial 
and otherwise—with the Latin- 
American nations and other nations 
of the world.” 

“The Nica.aguan situation,” it 
adds, “created a ctate of mind ir 
Latin-America which is not ths 
least favorable for the United 
States, but this affair of Sacco and 
Vanzetti does not only affect Latin- 
America, but many other countries 
of the world. 

“Taking all this Pan-American- 
isin, we beg of you to sign the de- 
cree that wo .ld spare the lives o: 
Sacco and Vanzetti ard irnerease 
the world’s appreciation of the 
United States.”

This proposal is included in a 
tax reduction plan outlined yester- 
day to President Coolidge by Sen- 
ator Smoot (Rep.), of Utah, chair- 
man of the finance committee, 

The administration is prepared to 
go ahead with the tax cutting at 
the next session and Senator Smoot 
expressed the view that at least 
$300,000,000 of the annual burden 
of Federal levies could be lopped 
off by the new measure. 

Urges Extra Session. 

The desire for early enactment 
of the proposed tax revision leg- 
islation is another reason in the 
opinion of the Utah Senator for an 
early special session of Congress. 
beginning about Nov. 1, a month 
ahead of the regular meeting of 
Congress. This is the second time 
Smoot has suggested an extra ses- 
sion. It would be necessary to 
have the tax bill made law before 
March 15, if the tax proposal] is 
to go through. Chairman Green 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which will write the 
first draft of the measure, ia pre- 
paring to call his committee this 
fall. 

While little additional relief is 
in sight for the income tax payers, 
the program of Senator Smoot 
would cut the taxes of persons with 
incomes between $15,000 and $60,- 
000. Present normal] rates of 1% 
per cent on the $4000 income: 
three per cent on the next $4000 
income and five per cent on all 
over that appear destined to be 
continued along with the present 
exemptions of $3500 for married 
persons and $1500 for single per- 
sons. 

Relief for Corporations. 

Corporations which have received 
no cut in their normal taxes in 
recent years seem most likely to 
get the lion’s share of relief. Sena- 
tor Smoot favors reducing this levy 
from 13% per cent to 12 per cent, 
which he estimates would eat up 
$150,000,000 of the prospective re- 
duction. 

Miscellaneous levies also would 
be wiped out in the Senator’s pro- 
gram, including those on admis- 
sions and dues. However, he would 
continue the automobile tax, cut- 
ting it from three per cent to 1% 
per cent, 

Smoot declared in an interview 
“the West is almost unanimous in 
favor of the renomination of Presi- 
dent Coolidge.” 

To Pose as Fisherman, 

Since July 8, 1926, when Mr. 
Coolidge first took to fishing at 
White Pine Camp, New York, he 
has been deaf to pleas of photogra- 
phers to permit a fishing picture of 
him, but it is said authoritatively 
now that the President has euc- 
cumbed to their entreaties and will 
permit a picture or two next Satur- 
day when he goes to the McKelvie 
camp near Mystic for a day’s 
angling in Rapid Canyon Creek. 

An indication that the President 
is in no hurry to get back to Wash- 
ington is apparent in the summer 
White House announcement that 
John Coolidge, the President’s son, 
is expected Aug. 16, for a three 
weeks’ visit.

UNDERCOVER AGENT 


Negro Prohibition Worker 
Forced to Take Stand 
Agamst Attorney. 


A Negro undercover prohibition 
agent was uncovered by Roy 
Sheooley, St. Louis County 
attorney under 10-year sentenoe for 
participation in the reDbery of the 
Citizens’ Bank of Festus, Mo., Sept. 
25, 1926, when Schooley was ar- 
raigned today before United States 
Commissioner Atkins on charges of 
sale and possession of intoxicating 
liquor. 

In spite of the protests of Jamcs 
Dillon, group chief, that his use- 
fulness as an undercover agent in 
St. Louis would be destroyed if he 
were called to testify, V. M. Gam- 
ble, a light-skinned, nattily dressed 
Negro, was forced to repeat ‘is 
story, that he had bought a hatf- 
pint of “white mule” from Schooiey 
at the latter’s home, 1246 Sutter 
avenue, Weliston, June 2. 

Gamble, it was disclosed after 
the hearing, is the husband of Eliz- 
abeth Slaughter Gamble, Republi- 
can committee woman and opera- 
tor of a beauty parlor at 3001 Law- 
ton avenue. He has been on the 
St. Louis force nearly a year. Al- 
though numerous search werrants 
have been based on evidence he 
gathered, this was his first public 
appearance. 

Gamble said Schooley told him 
he was not selling liquor, but wou!d 
get a half pint for him through a 
bootlegger. On this testimony, 
Schooley insisted. the Government 
did not have a case against hin, 
but Commissioner Atkins ordered 
him bound over to the grand jury 
under $1000 bond. 

On the strength of Gamble's re- 
port that he had purchased the 
liquor, a search warrant was is- 
sued.

City. 

Case to the Jury Tomorrow. 

The case will go to the jury to- 
morrow. 

During a brief forenoon recess, 
Birger and Judge Miller, chanced 
to meet in an ante-room. Birger, 
naming one of the witnesses for 
the State, said: “Why, Judge, you 
know that fellow is nothing but 
a 3° 

Judge Miller said: “Let's talk 
about the prize fight, Charlie.” 

The gangster replied: “Well, 
Judge, you've been very fair, and 
if I go down I'll go down smiling 
without any hard feelings.” 

“The State’s evidence stands un- 
impeached and undenied,” said H. 
R. Dial, counsel for Hyland, who 
opened today’s argumenta. “But 
does the State want blood? Does 
the State want three lives in re- 
venge for one? I thought we 
wanted an end te bioodshed in 
Southern Illinois. 

“The populace is crying for the 
blood of these defendants,” he 
shouted. “The courtroom crowd 
wants them hanged. But even if 
this jury finds the defendants guil- 
ty. tt is not your duty, gentlemen, 
to give the death penalty. 

“Is it blood you want? Never 
in the history of this county, so 
far as I can remember, has a man 
been hanged for the crime of mur- 
der. A hanging verdict would put 
State’s Attorney Martin in line for 
the Attorney-Generalship, but do 
you want to further his political 
ambition with the lives of these 
defendants? 

“Who are the men who told you 
Ray Hyland is guilty? One is in 
the penitentiary for life and the 
other is in jail. The men who havw 
testified against the defendante 
are convicts and criminals. 

“Hyland has admitted all the 
complicity he had in this case. He 
was tricked by Harry Thomasson 
into driving the murderers’ car. He 
did not know there was a murder 
plot afoot. It may be that Ray Hy- 
land has done things he ought not 
to have done, but he is not gullty of 
this crime. If you cannot believe 
him innocent, then be merciful. 
Temper justice with mercy.” 

Karch *ddresses the Jury. 

Attorney Charles Karch for Bir- 
ger then addressed the jury. “I 
want the jury to see the testimony 
in this case in its true light,” he 
began. “Let's get rid of some of 
this smoke. The State's Attorney 
is not a person; he is an institu- 
tion. The great general public is 
@ mass; it acts In mass. When a~ 
crime is committed this mass opin- 
ion is an exterior force working 
upon the State's Attorney.

BENTON, IJL, July 22.—Rising 
above the closing arguments of de- 
fense attorneys today and the de- 
mand of State's Attorney Martin 
for a death verdict against Charlie 
Birger, Ray Hyland and Art New- 
man for conspiracy in the murder 
of Mayor Joe Adams of West City 
is the hidden drama of how the 
three gangsters are gambling with 
the hangman. 

A swift change of front yester- 
day which sealed the lips of Birger 
and his co-defendants after their 
lawyers hac announced each would 
take the stand in his own defense 
was brought about by behind-the- 
scenes maneuvering. The de- 
fendants are depending solely upon 
lawyers’ voices to save them from 
the gallows. Attorneys Iial, Karch, 
Smith and Dillon are arguing for 
the defense and Martin will close 
for the State. 

The defense lawyers, without 
presenting a bit of testimony to 
Qack their words, rely upon “the 
reasonable doubt” argument, a 
plea for mercy and an attack on 
the credibility of State's witnesses. 
This is the defense Birger and Hy- 
land and Newman elected to make 
with their lives in the balance. 

Inside Story of Maneuvering. 

_ Why they chose to remain silent 
makes the inside story of the 
Adains murder trial. It was the re- 
sult of bluff and counterbluff, 
juggling of legal technicalities and 
a situation of peculiar legal 
delicacy, at the center of which 
was Newman. 

Newman, after saying repeatedly 
during the two weeks of the trial 
that he would take the stand and 
tell the truth about the muritr. 
conspiracy, backed out at the last 
minute. Wednesday night he had 
given a statement to the corre- 
spondent outlining the main points 
of his story. It was a confession 
that the plot had existed and that 
Birger was the man who bougat 
and paid for the murder of Adams. 
Newman did not shield himseif 
entirely. admitting that he knew of 
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R. E. Smith, W. F. Dillon, H. R. Dial, F. G. Goodfellow, Chatles A. Karch.

The word that was carried to 
Newman yesterday before he made 
his decision not to testify went 
about like this: ‘“‘Do not take the 
stand, and if you get the death pen- 
alty you will have friends: take the 
stand and damage the State’s case 
and you will have no friends. Prob- 
ably you will not be able to talk 
yourself out of a death penalty any- 
way, and if you stand to lose either 
way it is better to have friends 
than none.” 
A defense strategist on 
remark yesterday to newspapermen 
in the courtroom, “We wanted 
Newman to take the stand.”

The most curious element of the 
situation is that the State, which 
might be supposed to want New- 
man to talk, did not want him to 
take the stand, and the lawyers for 
Hyland and Birger, just as incon- 
gruously. were anxious to have him 
on the stand. 

Former Judge W. F. Dillon of 
Benton is Newman's lawyer, ap- 
pointed by the court to defend 
Newman as a penniless prisoner. 
Friends saw to it that two more 
lawyers acted as an unofficial 
board of strategy for the Newman 
defense. The problem before those 
who were advising Newman was 
to save his life without permitting 
him to wreck the State’s case. 

In the first place, the State did 
not need Newman as a witness. 
State’s Attorney Martin had a well 
nigh complete line of evidence for 
the prosecution without him. But 
if Newman had taken the stand

Awe arguments were made, the 

first by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Nealy Glenn, and the others 
by Scerial Thompson and Forrest 
Goodfellow, of Birger's eounsel. 

Glenn cited the Illinois law 
which provides that the jury must 
fix the punishment, if the defend- 
ants are found guilty. ‘ 

“The law governing conspiracy, 
said Glenn, “holds that men who 
instigate a murder are equally 
guilty with the one who pulls the 
trigger. This case, gentlemen of 
the jury, warrants the extreme 
penalty for these descendants. 

“The people are demanding Aa 
death penalty in this case,” Gienn 
roared. at the jury. “We have a 
law in Franklin County. We may 
not be able to keep men from mur- 
der, but we can bring them to jus- 
tice if they kill. We have men 
here who have the nerve to hang 
these men by the necks until they 
are dead.” 

The man who pulled the trig- 
ger, Harry Thomasson, having 
pleaded guilty and now serving a 
life sentence, had testified for the 
State that Birger decreed the mur- 
der of Mayor Adams and had or- 
dered him and his brother, Elmo. 
to kill Adams. Elmo was killed in 
the explosion last January at “Sha- 
dy Rest,” Birger’s fortified road- 
house near Marion, and Harry on] 
the stand asserted Birger had the 
cabin blown up to kill Elmo. 

‘What word did Charlie Birger 
send to Joe Adams?” Glenn shout- 
ed. “He said, you tell that big 
dough-bellied — — we're going to 
kill him before Saturday night. 
And that — — little Franklin 
County law isn't going to stop 
us.”’ 

“Newman was Birger’s aid and 
Hyland his henchman,” Glenn re- 
minded the jury. 

“Birger is 44 years old, Newman 
is 38 years old and “Iyland is 37. 
The evidence shows that these men 
picked Harry Thomasson, 19, and 
Elmo, 17, to kill Joe Adams. Think 
of it! These men sent two orphan 
boys to do a murder.” 

Frequently as Glenn spoke, he 
flung in the phrase, “And this is 
not denied by anyone here,” re- 
minding the jury that the gangsters 
had not taken the stand, or pre- 
sented contrary evidence. 

The State's case came in for a 
detailed review, step by step, from 
the preliminary threats to the 
meeting of the conspirators at 
“Shady Rest” the night before the 
murder, then to the killing and the 
get-away. Glenn marshaled the

Ex-Waiter, Held in Detroit, Says 
He Studied Engraving Af- 
ter Hours in St. Louis.

DETROIT, Mich., July 22.—lIn 
his leisure evening hours after 
working days as waiter at the 
Racquet and Noonday clubs of St. 
Louis, Hugo Hedin studied en- 
graving at the St, Louis Public Li- 
brary. He poured over textbooks 
until he had mastered the funda- 
mental principles. 

Then he began etching a plate 
for a $5 bill. He manufactured 
his own ink and treated high- 
grade paper to give it the appear- 
ance of genuine currency paper. 

Today, as an indirect outcome of 
the knowledge extracted from 
books during evenings spent at the 
library and long practice at etch- 
ing, Hedin is held in jail here in 
default of $25,000 bail awaiting 
presentation of his case to the 
grand jury. He has pleaded guilty 
of possessing counterfeit money, 
printing and passing it, and pos- 
session of counterfeit plafes. 

After eight years spent in St. 
Louis as a waiter, Hedin came to 
Detroit. Capitalizing his knowl- 
edge of engraving, he lived a short 
life of ease until a merchant de- 
tected one of his home-made hank 
notes and called police. 

Hedin was characterized by Bert 
C. Brown, District Chief of the 
United States Secret Service, as one 
of the cleverest counterfeiters he 
has known, 

Hedin, Brown said, admitted he 
printed and passed more than 509 
counterfeit $5 bills on Detroit mer- 
chants. Federal agents searching 
his room found 75 spurious biils 
drying between blotters on his bed 
and 1500 other bills ready for dis- 
tribution. They also reported find- 
ing partly completed plates for a 
counterfeit $10 note. 

When Hedin tendered a $5 note 
on the Exchange National Bank of 
Pittsburg in payment for a pur- 
chase of soap to Charles Katzowitz, 
a McGraw avenue merchant, Kat- 
zowitz, comparing it with the de- 
scription of the bogus bills broad- 
cast by the Government, asked 
Hedin to wait while he got’ the 
change. Instead he called police. 

Hedin confessed after he had 
been identified by another mer- 
chant who had received one of the 
counterfeit $5 bills. He is 39 
years old.

LINDBERGH LANDS AT BOSTON 
IN “SPIRIT OF ST, LOUIS” 


Four New England Governors 
Among Crowd of 6000 at Air- 
port to Greet Flyer. 

By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, July 22.—Continuing 


his national tour in the interest of 
aviation, Col, Charles A. Lindbergh 
landed his “Spirit of St. Louis” at 
the East Boston airport at 2:06 
Pp. m. today. 

The landing field was clear, but 
surrounding it was a crowd esti- 


mated at 6000 persons, among them 
four New England Governors and 
State and city officiais. As the 
piane landed the crowd swarmed

SUBMARINE RADIO PATENT 
RIGHTS VESTED IN 2 YOUTHS 


Upheld by Court as Inventors of 
Underwater Antenna Developed 
During War. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—After 


eight years of litigation patent 
rights to the submarine radio, in- 
vented during the wartime emer- 


gency, have been vested in two 
youths, former radio research 
workers at the Bureau of Stand- 
ards. They were declared by Judge 
Morris Soper, in Federal District 
Court at Baltimore, to be the in- 
ventors of the underwater antenna 
that is now standard equipment on 
all submarines of the United States 
Navy. 

The suit was against James Hh. 
Rogers, Hyattsville, Md., inventor 
of underground wireless, whose 
delay in filing his patent for sub- 
marine radio, the idea for which 
he averred had come to him early 
in 1917, was the ground on which 
both the Patent Office and Judge 
Soper rendered decisions in favor 
of John Willoughby and Percival 
D. Lowell, reversing an early de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia. 

Willoughby and Lowell are un- 
likely to profit greatly. The Gov- 
ernment claims a license privilege 
on all inventions developed in its 
laboratories or with the use of its 
facilities and pays no lNcense fees 
on such patents. There are vir- 
tually no commercial agencies 
which use submarines that would 
need the device.

DURING THE HOT SEASON 


Give Preference To Such Energy- 
Giving Foods As Fruits and 
Ice Cream. 

Think of your’summer desserts 
as divided into certain main classes. 
lirst, fresh and stewed fruits; sec- 
ond, fruit desserts that is, fruit, in 
combination with either gelatin or 
rice or tapioca or cornstarch; third, 
ices such as ice cream and sher- 
bet, 

Of course, there are numerous 
other combinations which I have 
not mentioned. For example, fresh 
and stewed fruits may be combined 
with desserts in the ice cream 
sroup and so on. What I am get- 
ting at is that the three main types 
of summer dessert which I have 
outlined are ideal. They are nour- 
ishing and at the same time in a 
sense Of not over-burdening a heat 
tired digestion. 

Nutrition authorities today are 
calling attention to the fact that 
even in hot weather the body 
needs energy. Time was when we 
thought that less food was re- 
quired in summer than in winter. 
It has been established that any 
extreme of temperaturc whether 
hot or cold calls for a correspond- 
ing supply of energy. All of this 
bears on what I have said about 
summer desserts. Although these 
types of desserts are light, they are 
also energy givers, and will help to 
repair tissue waste brought abou: 
by extreme heat.

Cater to the Mid-Summer Appe- 
ite and Serve Attractive 
Food. 


The food problem during these 


mid-summer weeks is perhaps more 
difficult than at any other time of 
the year.

It demonstrates the fact that 
there is no such thing as “easy 
money.” And when the youngster 
who has acquired the saving habit 
grows up and enters the working 
world hé has developed in him the 
understanding of fair exchange, 
the fact that he must give value for 
what he gets. 


to the Children 


Recognizing the value to future 
generations of the thrift habit, New 
York schools have _ established 
school banks to teach pupils the 
value of saving their money and 
encourage responsibility among 
them. 

There now are 43 banks in New 
York City high schools and 390 
banks among elementary schools, 
with nearly 400,000 active accounts 
in these banks. 

That the pupils themselves see | 
the value of saving is indicated in 
the records. which show an in- 
crease of 23 per cent in the ac- 
counts last year. 

The man or woman who lives 
with the knowledge of something 
laid by is happier, more contented, 
self-reliant and peaceful of mind 
than the one who spends right up 
to his or her income.

URGES SOUTHERN EDITORS 
TO FRINT THE WHOLE TRUTH 


Julian Harris of Columbus (Ga.) 
Sun Says Illiteracy and Intol- 
erance Still Flourish. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOREHEAD oo yp Mr ie ol July 
22.—Declaring the South is no 
longer poverty stricken nor un- 
healthy, Julian Harris, editor of the 
Columbus, Ga., Enquirer-Sun, told 
North Carolina newspaper men at 
a meeting here last night that ijl- 
literacy “still thrives and prejudice 
and intolerance, ofter masked and 
hooded, usurps the law and admin- 
isters justice with the lash.” 

“The need for editors to print 
the truth whether the facts are 
creditable or discreditable to their 
community or State has never been 
Sreater tham it is today,” he said, 
“and never greater. has been the 
responsibility resting on each and 
every editor to do his full share 
toward ridding his section of the 
forces and ideas which are menac- 
ing its intellectual progress and 
spiritual growth, ang making a jest 
of justice and a lie of liberty.” 

Stressing the possession of 
“something which is more precious 
than all the wealth of plutocracy,” 
and yet which he felt many editors 


| looked upon lightly or failed to un- 


derstand, Harris said “this magni- 
ficent possession is the right of the 
press to express its opinion untram- 
melled. Therefore, never yield a 
hair’s breadth in your defense of 
the freedom of speech.” 


CUBA MODIFIES IMMIGRATION 
ORDER FOR AMERICAN WOMEN 


President Changes Restriction Re- 
quiring Proper Papers From 
Husbands to Permit Landing. 

By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, July 22.—Regulations 
preventing women from visiting 
Cuba without permission of their 
husbands have been modified by 
President Machado, so _ far as 
Affiericans are concerned. A stir 
was created when Dr. Santiago 
Canizares, Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, recently announced that 
under the terms of the original de- 
cree, women who did not have 
proper papers from their husbands 
would not be permitted to enter 
the country. 

The decree, as originally framed, 
was aimed at undesirable foreign 
women who were finding Cuba a 
profitable field. It had never been 
used against an American until 
last week, when it was invoked 
against Mrs. Anna Joy. She was 
sent to a detention camp. 

Transport agents and a tourist 
commission succeeded in drawing 
orders from the Secretary of the 
Treasury that discretion be used in 
invoking the decree, and memo- 
randum was issued by President 
Machado guaranteeing American 
citizens every facility within rea- 
son for landing here. 


COURT REVERSES TREASURY 
ON CANADIAN TARIFF 


Customs Tribunal Rules Returning 
Americans May Bring in $100 
In Merchandise Free of Duty. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—A Treas- 
ury Department ruling designed to 
protect American merchants from 
Canadian competition was reversed 
today by the United States Customs 
Court, which decided that Ameri- 
cans remaining in Canada less than 
four or five days may return witn 
$100 worth of merchandise duty 
free. The decision applies to citi- 
zens returning from Canada the 
same exemption as applies to those 
returning from “abroad.” 

The case decided was brought by 
H. Ely Goldsmith, consultant on 
immigration matters, who protested 
against paying: duty on a table 
cloth purchased in Canada receat- 
ly. He was upheld by Justices 
Young, of North Dakota, and 
Adamson, of Georgia, while Justice 
Waite, of Michigan, dissented.

Machado Greetings Accepted. 

Martinez contended that’ there 
were strong probabilities, if the 
telegram should be accepted. that 
the Cuban president “would take 
advantage of it and pose as a pro- 
tector of the working. classes.” 
President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor, presiding. 
however, ruled the greetings would 
be included in the proceedings. 

The resolution urging withdraw- 
al of American forces from Nicara- 
gua expressed “regrets” to the 
Washington Government over re- 
cent events in the Central Ameri- 
can country and requested that 
Nicaraguans be given an oppor- 
tunity to work out their own prob- 
lems “both for the present as well 
as in the coming election for a 
president of Nicaragua, and with- 
out any interference on the part 
of any foreign nation.” 

It also called upon the execu- 
tive committee of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to co-op- 
erate with the Nicaraguan Feder- 
ation of Labor. Discussion of the 
resolution first came before’ the 
Congress immediately after the bat- 
tle between American Marines and 
Nicaraguan forces commanded by 
Gen. Sandino. 

The Congress also adopted a 
resolution appealing to Gov. Ful- 
ler of Massachusetts, “to exercise 
his power of clemency and author- 
ity of pardoning” in the cases of 
Nicolo Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, which he now is reviewing. 
Four other resolutions pertaining to 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case were sub- 
mitted. One, presented by Rich- 
ardo A. Martinez of Venezuela, 
asked for the liberty of the two 
men. 

The resolution urging with- 
drawal of the Marines from Nica- 
rague was prefaced by five de- 
clarations, the first of which stated 
that the Nicaraguan Federation of 
Labor was “solely an economic and 
not a political organization” but 
was “concerned entirely with the 
advancement and well-being of the 
wage earners of Nicaragua and had 
the independence of Nicaragua” 
as its aim. 

Text of Resolution. 

“Nicaragua and its people have 
been caused great suffering,” the 
resolution said, “in both loss of 
life, property and sovereignty by 
reason of foreign authority, not 
due to any activities on the part 
of the workers of Nicaragua, but 
to capitalistic efforts both native 
and foreign. ... 

“Whereas, improvement of the 
conditions and life of the work- 
ers can only be guaranteed by 
such freedom embracing equal so- 
cial and political as well as eco- 
nomic rights which must not be 
denied, under whatever pretext 
may be deemed to be used; and 

“Whereas, the people of Nica- 
ragua have been the unfortunate 
victims of a foreign Intervention 
which has caused not only inter- 
nal suffering but internal d‘fficul- 
ties, and to that extent the work- 
ers have been denied in their op- 
portunities of working out their 
conditions of life and of work. 
and in their most elemental rights 
as citizens: therefore be it 

“Resolved. That the American 
Government be given a respectful 
but emphatic petition requesting 
immediate withdrawal of United 
Stctes forces on land, sea and air.” 

The resolution deplored the 
‘tragic events as related in the 
daily press to the loss of lives said 
to have occurred on account of the 
intervention decreeded against that 
free country.” :

OF FLIGHT TO HAWAII 


Most Vital Achievement of Sort Since Build- 
ing of Panama Canal, Gen. Summerall 
Says at Dinner to Aviators.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—"“From 
a military point of view, consider- 
ing the necessities of the defense 
of the Pacific, the successful flight 
to Hawaii from California by 
Lieuts. Maitland and Hegenberger 
is the most vital accomplishment 
since the construction of the Pan- 
ama Canal,” said Major-General 
Charles P. Summerall, chief of the 
Army General Staff, in an address 
last night at a dinner given by the 
Nationa] Aeronautical Association 
in honor of the army aviators. 

Summerall declared that it had 
long been recognized that the na- 
tion holding the Hawaiian Islands 
had the military key to the Pacific, 
controlling both the eastern part 
of that ocean as well as the west- 
ern coast of the United States. The 
flight, he said, had simplified the 
matter of the defense of the islands 
as well as of the other Pacific pos- 
sessions of the United States. 

Military Vision of Future. 

“We can imagine clouds of air- 
plahes taking off from California 
and in a few hours landing at the 
Hawaiian Islands, augmenting the 
island force and furnishing a great 
air defense,” he said. ‘Military 
experts realize that much work re- 


entirely successful. While only a 
limited number of planes can be 
maintained on the islands, bombs 
and ammunition in unlimited 
quantities for their use can be 
stored there and with the out- 
break of hostilities it would be 
possible to send out great fleets of 
large bombers from the Pacific 
Coast.” 

Lieut. Hegenberger, in his re- 
sponse, emphasized the commercial 
rather than the military impor- 
tance of the flight. 

“While here in the States the 
commercial airplane is competing 
with fast railroad trains, between 
California and Hawali it would be 
competing with only comparatively 
slow boats,”” Hegenberger said. “I 
believe from talks I had with en- 
thusiastic men interested in avia- 
tion in the islands that our flight

Carol, in Exile, to Receive 
$400,000 in Cash and 
Stocks, Balance Appor- 
tioned to Other Children.

BUCHAREST. July 22.—Under 
the will of King Ferdinand, for- 
mer Crown Prince Carol is cut off 
from inheriting any real estate, but 
falls, heir to about $400,000 in cash 
and stocks. The rest of the King's 
estate including palaces, city dwell- 
ings and country houses, js appor- 
tioned equally among the other 
children, Queen Marie receives the 
use of the palaces and a part of 
the revenue from the King's prop- 
ertv holdings, which are not ex 
tensive. The total value of the es- 
tate is about $1,509,000. 


The will was exec'nnd two years 
ago and modified after Tarol re- 
nounced his rights <o the throne. 
Michael I, Carol’s six-year-old 
son, who was installed as King un- 
der a regency on the day of Fer- 
dinand’s death, begins his reign 
with an inheritance from his grand- 
father of about $250,000. 

Even if Ferdinand had desired to 
disinherit Carol altogether, this 
was impossible, as Rumanian law 
specifies that children must re- 
celve three-fourths of @ deceased 
parent’s fortune. 

King’s Letter Closed Door on Carol. 
The following letter was written 
a few days before his death by 
King Ferdinand to Premier Bra- 
tiano: 

“As a Christian, I have always 
been influenced by the thought of 
the moment when I will find my- 
self before my God, As a Ruman- 
ian and King, I have sacrificed my 
lifo on this earth, but my love of 
country does not permit me to con- 
sider my duty ends with this life, 
and I cannot but think of what fol- 
lows it. 

“God willed that the crown with 
which the fortunes of the country 
are indissolubly bound up, should 
pass to the head of the minor Mihai 
(Michael), I pray heaven. will ac- 
cord him its benediction; that un- 
der his reign Rumania may be 
strengthened and enlarged — Kt- 
mania which has been built up dy 
so many sacrifices. 

“I appeal to all good and wise 
citizens to ald him to the utmost 
of their power in promoting order- 
ly progress of the State.” 

After mentioning Prince Nich- 
olas, his son, as regent. and refer. 
ring to Carol's renunciation, te 
King added: 

“My son Carol must seek to ‘m- 
pose respect for the present re- 
gime on all desirous to injure or 
destroy it. The situation created by 
his renunciation of the throne was 
brought about in such a way as to 
make it his most imperative duty as 
a Rumanian, as a.son and as @ par- 
ent to respect the undertaking en- 
tered into of his own free wil) with- 
out being influenced by anyone.” 
Changed Will Against Carol. 
King Ferdinand’s sorrow over 
Carol's renunciation of his throne 
rights is shown by this statement 
which he added to his will tn Jan- 
vary, 1926: 

“It was the Lord’s will to im- 
pose this trial upon the country 
and myself and cause great sorrow 
to the Queen by the Crown Prince's 
renunciation of the throne. Nev- 
er until the end of my days will I 
forget the grief which overwhelmed 
me when I saw myself forced to 
take cognizance of that decision, 
while realizing that unfortunately 
the measure was necessary in the 
interests of the State and the Crown 
interests, which have always guid- 
ed me in all circumstances. The 
change thus brought about in the 
succession to the throne obliges me 
to make the following modifica- 
tions and add the following co- 
diclis to my testament.”

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A PALPABLE HIT. 


Eugene Wengert, District Attorney of Milwaukee, 
Struck a@ palpable blow at religious bigotry when he 
told the Walther League in convention here that the 
church should stay out of politics. He inveighed 
against attempts to impose through legislation a 
church’s viewpoint of morals upon a people. He point- 
ed to religion which, by the reasonableness of its doc- 
trine and its appeal to conscience, should guide the 
individual. He concluded that if the churches would 
inspire men to follow an enlightened conscience, 
morality would not be the kind that fears a police- 
man’s club. It would be the beautiful flower of an 
individual's own highest desires. 

Sensible men of all creeds should feel like ap- 
Plauding this viewpoint. The trend of many re- 
ligious organizations in the last few decades has been 
to try to legislate goodness into people. And that, ob- 
viously, cannot be done. Religious leaders can potnt 
the way to life’s noblest living. If they are wise 
they know the noblest characters are not built with. 
out freedom to do wrong. Temptation would seem to | 
be necessary. How could there be any virtue with- 
out vice, pleasure without pain, pity and compassion 
without suffering, love without hate? 

The great teachers of the race, aware of this and 
of the diversity of tastes among people, do not at- 
tempt to prescribe by law the sumptuary habits of 
men or compel all to hold the same religious views 
regarding the Sabbath and how its leisure shall be 
spent.
